South San Francisco 

And Her Future Prospects. 


It is an entirely safe statement 
to say that San Mateo County is 
beyond all doubt destined to be 
the richest and most beautiful resi¬ 
dence section in California or the 
Cnited States. More millionaires 
and retired capitalists reside in 
quaint. out-of-the-way valleys 
back in the hills of San Mateo 
County than in any similar area 
in the State, and the whole county 
lias become famed for its hand¬ 
some villas and beautiful homes. 

When tin' San Francisco fire 
laid waste tin* residence portion of 
tnat metropolis a year and a half 
ago. and labor could not la* se- 
cured in the city for work on pri¬ 
vate homes, the business men of 
San Francisco sought the suburbs.

South City is a residence town,

Armour, came 
from Chicago in quest of a place 
to establish their business, and 
selected South San Francisco as a 
site, they laid lie foundation for 
a town that v, destined to become! 
part of (b ater San Francisco, j 
Their meat plant does a ^o.OOO.OOO 
volume of business a year. 

Other enterprises an* being tie-' 
veloped with all the resources at 
the command of progressive cap-' 
tains of industry, and there are 
now in operation the Western 
Meat Company, the Fuller Paint 
Works, tin* Steiger Pottery Works. 
American Smelting and Refining 
Company, Pacific Jupiter Steel 
Company. Alexander Brick Com¬ 
pany, and many other large plants 
are being projected, all of which 
are pmviding work for hundreds 
of people. 

Industrially the town is as in¬ 
dependent as any on the coast. 
The city is laid out on solid lines, 
and to-day can boast of its water¬ 
works plant, its sewerage system, 
and electric light and power com¬ 
pany, its electric street car service, 
with a car leaving South City for 
and arriving from San Francisco 
every half hour. It also has a 
dozen passenger trains each way 
daily on the Southern Pacific Rail¬ 
road. It has a fine theater build¬ 
ing, a first-class hospital, one of 
the strongest and soundest bank¬ 
ing institutions in the Stale, and 
a weekly newspaper with one of 
the best-equipped printing plaids 
in the county, while nearly (‘very 
religious denomination is repre¬ 
sented in the city. South City 
lakes special pride, and rightly 


so, in her schools. The schools 
enjoy a reputation for scholarship 
and the formation of character 
second to none. All this shows tin* 
financial strength of tin* citizens 
and tin* faith they have in their 
town.

from their lashes—the ideal land.

CLIMATIC CONDITIONS OF 
CALIFORNIA. 

Very few persons outside of 
California understand the advan¬ 
tages of its climate. Those living 
in Eastern States, where there are 
four months of blizzard, never 
realize that California, situated in 
precisely the same latitude, is, ex¬ 
cept on the summits of the moun¬ 
tain ranges, blessed with perpetual 
summer; where the fig and olive, 
orange and lemon, peach, apricot, 
and vine grow to perfection; nor 
can they understand that while 
Mt. Shasta and the higher Sierras 
are covered with snow and ice, as 
often pictured to them, the valleys 
are waving with golden grain, the 
air perfumed with orange blos¬ 
soms, and the delicate rose bloom¬ 
ing the whole year. There are, 
comparatively, but two seasons— 
tHe wet and the dry. The rainy or 
winter season may be said to com¬ 
mence in October and end in May. 
It seldom rains longer than two or 
three days at a time, and the in¬ 
tervals between rains vary from 
three days to a week, or a month 
at a time. 

As soon as rains commence, 
grass begins to grow, and by the 
first of December tin* country is 
covered with a green carpet of 
vegetation. From November to 
•January tin* farmers do most of 
their sowing and planting. I)e- 
eemher is usually the coldest 
month in the year. Snow can lie 
seen on the mountain tops, hut it 
rarely falls in the valleys. De- 
cember is usually the month of the 
heaviest rainfall. February is a 
pleasant month, much like the 
month of May in tin* Eastern 
States. Mareli and April are usu¬ 
ally made up of sunshine and flow¬ 
ers. Vegetation grows rapidly 


and some fruit .ripens at this time 
of year. Strawberries and vege¬ 
tables can he had in some locali¬ 
ties the entire year, while the cher¬ 
ries and apricots are to be had in 
| May. In the last of May and June 
the grain matures and the farmer 
jean harvest his crop without fear 
, of storms. Climate is one of our 
assets, a part of her resources that 
the home-seeker can convert into 
cash, for no small part of its won¬ 
derful productiveness is a striking 
j tribute to her mild winters and 
long months of sunshine. The 
story of the climate is written in 
blossoms and flowers rather than 
figures, and one rises to enthusi¬ 
asm as he tells of winter gardens 
and luxuriant fields and forest in 
bloom every month in the year. 
Winter is but a name. 


OPPORTUNITY. 

According to the Southern Pa¬ 
cific officials there was never at 
any time in the history of the Strife 
so many inquiries as there are at 
this time regarding the possibili¬ 
ties and opportunities for prospec¬ 
tive home seekers.
